The first of these is, of
course, reapportionment, For
the first time in 85 years, the
Senate is redistricted on the
basis of population. The ma-
jority of its seats have been
shifted to the south, leaving
only a few Senators to repre-
sent the less populous moun-
tain and northern counties.
This means a complete re-
